Mr 
Jchn P. Heston displsyod an intercsting colloction of fomily phctogr=phs. 


The speakers at tho March meoting woro cll members of the Socioty. Mrs. Dwight T. 
Randell recd oa charming account of her two grendmothers, with excerpts from cld 
letterse Mr. De He Reynolds Pago belicves tho younger gencraticn would trocsure 21d 
fomily pictures if they wero mado into attractive collocticns, and exhibitcd somo 

of his cwn velucble collection t> support his thecry. Mr. Marquis E. Shattuck 
discussed the influence cf family backgrounds cs soen in the lifo of Dr. Frank 

Cody, for many ycars Suporintendont of tho Dotrcit Public Schcols. Mr. Le Austin 
Pearce emphasized the close relationship betwoon history and goneology, touching 
bricfly on his own Scotch (McLouchlan) and New England (Brown) cneestry. 


Mrs. Reymond Millbreok has comploted the copying cf a number of Saratoga County, 
Now York, cemetery records which have now bccn placod on file in the Burton Hist- 
orical Collection of the Detroit Public Library. The original records wore mado 
by Mrs. Maric Noll Cormack and Miss Katherine Furman of Schencctady, Now York, 
and wore goncrously loanod to the Burton Collection to be copiod. 


Mr. Lot Augustus Morrill recontly presontcd to the Socicty a copy of a pamphlet 
entitled "The Tewnships cf Mcther Cumberland, including Bedfcrd, Blair, Contre, 
lg Franklin, Fulton, Huntingdcn, Juanita, Mifflin and Porry Countics, 


Cnnsylvania” by Raymond Marin Boll, 1943. This has been placed cn file in tho 
Burtcn Collecticn. It includes a number of maps, which shculd mcke it a velueble 
aid to researchers in that part cf Ponnsylvania. 


The Michigan State Year Book cf Biblo Records and Linoages cf tho De as Rey 1943- 
1944, contains a Gcss=-Ccocloy-Rico lineago compilcd by Mrs. Frederick Le. Osbcrn of 
Ann Arbor, Michigan, with the assistance cof other membors cf the Goss family. Mrs. 
Osborn is regont of the Keziah Cooloy Goss Chaptor DeARe and gencalegist cf the 
Cecloy Family Asscciaticn. A ccpy is cn file in the Burton Historical Collecticn. 


As indicative cf an intercst which some cf our soldicrs abrcad aro taking in family 

_ backgrounds across the seas, Mr. Robinson, at tho March mocting, read some very 
intcresting oxcerpts from letters writton by Sgte Mcrville M. Knapp of the U. S. 
Army Enginocrs, staticncd scmewhcro in England. Those lettors were made availablo 
to the Sccicty by his mother, Mrs. Gcocrgo Knapp of Highland Fark, Michigan. In 
thom hc tolls of his cxpericnces in finding his Digby anccstry in a gcncalcogical 
library in Englands and in grcet detail of his visit to the Digby anccstral homo, 
Gayhurst House in Buckinghaomshiro, whcre he was cntertained ot tea by the prescnt 
ewner, Lody Carlile, and shown cvcry nock and corner cf the famous cld hcusce He 
also oxamined the records cf the church cf the manor, St. Petcr's, where he found 
many ontries reforring to membcrs cf his family. 


Mr. David Se Coen of Escanaba, Michigan, hes givon t-> the Secicty « collcetion of 
typewritten manuscripts, copies of letters and other family documents, conti.ining a 
rect amount of genonlogical material. They relate to such families as Chamberlain, 
Mason, Tilton, Cocn, MacCcon, Wing, Statia, Powoll, otc. There is a colloction of 
lotters from Thomas Mason in Dublin, Ireland, tc his brother, Bonjamin Mason of 
Sheboygan Falle, Wis.

JOHN SCOTT OF BROOKFIELD 
* Compiled by Maurice W. Fox of Detroit, Michigan. 


The ship ELIZABETH, Robert Homos, mastcr, arrived from Iroland at Hull and Bos- 
ton, Mass., on or about Nove 3, 1719, bringing about 150 passengers, some with small 
pox. (Ref: Bolton, Scotch-Irish Pioncors, pe. 231). Among theso passengers wos cne 
John Scott. (Refs: Essex Institute, Vol. 67, pe 110.) The Select mon of the Town ef 
Boston, fearing “the spread of such infocticus sickness", immodiately warned 30 cof 
the passongers tc depart. (Refs Bestcn Record Commissioners’ Reports, Vel. 13, p.63) 

among the 30 who were ordored to leave were Bell, Blcoir, Cempbcll, Hsuston, 
Linsy, Wackfarland, Moro, Jchn Scott, Walkcr and Watson, all listod as farmers. 
Ucst cf these typically Scotch names appear in Blandford, Mass., a sottlomont cf 
Scstch-Irish, within fifty years cfter the lconding of the ELIZABETH. 

John Scott cf Breokficld bcught land in Blandford in 1738, three ycars before 
Blandford was incorporated. His identity with the John Scctt whe arrived on the 
ELIZAB=TH has not been dofinitely preven. There wero sccrcs cf Jchn Scotts in Mcss- 
achusotts in the 18th century. Most of them, hcwever, were cf English crigin, and 
our Jchn Scott was definitely Scctch-Irish. There were cther Scotts in Breckficld, 
William and Ebenezor, scns cf John cf Springficld. Certainly not related to the 
subject cf this sketch. 

John Scott of Breckficld next appcars in Westfield, Mass. with wifc Agnis. A 
son John had been born tc them Junc 2, 1733. In Wostfiold Vitcl Roccrds wo find 
John Scott and wifc Agnis had David, be Juge 3, 1742 and Ann, be Mor. 7, 1747. 

John Scott of Brookficld first appears in Blandfcrd town records in 1752, when ho 
wos chosen constable and “hogg rivo".

REDFORD TOWNSHIP, “JAYNE COUNTY, MICHIGAN. 

Redford township was criginally cne of four townships which wont to comprise 
the tcwn known as Bucklin, which was laid cut by Gevernor Cass, Octcher 23, 1824; 
and org:nized, April 12, 1827. Tho tcwnships cf Nankin cad lckin wore formed cut of 
the township of Bucklin, Octcbor 29, 1829. Pekin township was ronamed Redford on 
March 21, 1833. Tradition says that the name of Redfcrec wos given te this township 
from the fact that the River Rougo (the French nemo moaning “red") had a ferd with- 
in the township limits. The township of Dearborn was formed cut of the south part 
ef Redford township, April 1, 1833. Tho tewnship of Livonia was formed out of the 
north part of Nankin township, Merch 17, 1835. 

In 1831 there was no road te Detroit cther than the In‘ian trail by way of Deore 
born. In 1832 a read was made ts Dearborn and the Grand River Road was lnid out in 
1833. The Detroit and Howoll plank road was not built until 1846. 

The first settlement in Redford township wos mace by a man nemed Azarias Bell 
in 16818. No further settlements were made until 1825 when Thomas Geldard, an Eng-= 
lishman, located « tract cf lande In 1827 come twe brothors, Benjamin cnd Josoph 
Green, from Ontario County, New York. 1828 brought Georges Norris from Genva, New 
York, fcollswod by William Lyon from England. George Forringtcn camo from Stouben 
County, New York in 1829. Ezekiel Sackett and John Pearsall oppoar cn the records 
chout 1831. In 1832 Sylvester K. Burgess with his fsther, Homan Burgess, come from 
Birmingham, Oakland County, and leccetcd on a forme This same yocr breught Lewis 
Cock, Hiram Wilmcrth and Noah Peck from New Yerk siatc, Geerge Boyce fren England, 
end Relph and Benjamin Bcll. Sometime lator came these foriiics from Frances Bese 
ancon, Bessardet, Chevey, Hunbert, Hostotter and Mcttetal. 

George Forrington was appointed tho first supervisor cf the township, beginn- 
ing his term of office in 1833. Chcrles Snith (1811-1032) was the first scho-rl 
teacher of Redfcrd. 

The First Baptist Church was crganizod, Docember 6, 1031, at Redford Center, or 
whet was latcr known as Bell Branch. Servicos were held in 2 log schcol house un-= 
til 1043 when the trustees voted to eroct a building. The Redford Village Church 
was org2tnized, November 21, 1903, and April 14, 1918, these two churches morged into 
the Redford Baptist Church, loccted at Reiford and Lahser avoenucs. 

The First Me E. Church at Boll Branch was crectod chout 1040. About thirty 
yoars ago this church merged with the Villago M. Es Church cnd formed the Calvary 
M. £E. Church on Grand River Avonuc in Redford. 

Sevoral villagos wore in the township, among which were Redford Center, Fisher 
Staticn, Duboisvillc, Oak Post Office end Sand Hill. Sand Hill later became Red- 
fard Village. 

The principal business of the township wes ogriculturo, although thero was 
tile factory, a glue factory and cone cr two grist mills inside the township limits. 








m WITH OUR FIRST AMERICAN MARINES 
Compiled“by Ralph Dodge Jchnson of Grosse Pointe Park, Michigan. 


Notet=- In view of the fact that we are agnin engaged in war and many people ere 
interested in identifying their progenitors with the varicus conflicts that have oc- 
curred since cur country was first settled, the following data, which is off the 
beaten track of cur military history as mcst of us know it, may prove of interest. 
The late Raymond E. Van Sickle, of the Detroit College of Law, collaborated with 

me in collecting this dati. 

My pregenitor, Andrew Dodge II of Windham County, Connecticut, was killed in action 
as a Colonial Marine, when serving with Admiral Vernen's expedition against the 
Spanish at Jamaica, West Indies, in 1741. RDJ, SAR. 


In January, 1741, Admiral Edward Vernen (1684-1757) was sent by His Majesty, 
George II, King of England, against the Spanish at Cartegena, Colombic,, South Am- 
erica. He rendevoused at Jamaica, West Indies. There were 29 ships cf the line; 
29 frigates; 15,000 seamen; 12,000 land forces, including 4 American Battalions of 
Colonial Marines. 

The colonies contributed men as follows: Massachuset‘s, 5 companies; Connecti- 
cut, 2 Companies; Rhode Island, 2 Companies; New York, 5 Companies; New Jersey, 3 
Companies; Pennsylvania, S Companies; Maryland, 3 Companies; Virginia, 4 Companies; 
North Carolina, 4 Companies. Colonel LAWRENCE V'ASHINGTON was a Commander. 

The Connecticut Legislature appropriated 4,000 Enclish Pounds, called fer vole 
unteers and appointed as enrelling officers Col. Jabez Huntington for Windham 
County; Cole Gordon Saltonstall for New Londen County; Mejor E. He Perkins for 
Hartford County. (See Cole Spotswood, JPUR UH. War IV 54. Public Records of 
Connecticut, 1735=1743, R-9746 Re3 pp. 295, 354 and 420.) 

Land forces were under the command of the British General Thomas Wentworth. 
There is said to have been little military co-ordination between the General and 
Admiral Vernon. 

March 4th ~ attacked Cartegena, which was defended by 4,000 men. 

March 6th » the British landed their troops and ordered the dnorican troops to 

scale the walls. 112 dead and wounded. 

March 16th = re-embarkation. 

March 30th = sailed for Jamaica, reaching there with only 113 American Marines.

July = landed trocps in Cuba where they remained until November, when they 
returned to Jamaica.

Two Frenchmen, brothers, the Rev. David de Bonrepos, De De, and DYl Elias de Bonre- 
pos, from the north or west coast of France, were, with their families, among the 
great host of 500,000 natives of France who were driven by cruel religious perse- 
cution to any land which would receive them. Psrhaps = even probably - Holland 
furnished the first refuge for these brothers. Elies in his will devised property 
in thet country, es did many of those French refugees. They later sailed tc the 
West Indies, where David became pastcr of the French Huguenot Church at Ste Christe 
opher's Island. Even the w#@ their persecutors followed them. Once mere they took 
passage, this time for Bostcen, Massachusetts. There, before 1686, David was the 
second pastcr cf the French Huguenct Churche He was still in Bostcn during the 
winter cf 1607-86. In a report of the French Protestint Refugees in Bestcn, with 
letters written from there in November and December, 1687, reference was made to 
the fact thet "M. de Bonrepces (‘Elias’) Brother of cur Minister has bought an Enge- 
lish residence fifteen miles from here, and at one Leage from a very pretty Town 
where there is = great trade, which they call Sallem (S<lem) ." 

During the pastcrate of the Rev. David de Bonrepes in Beston the “Council of Massae- 
chusetts Boy gave permissicn tc the French Protestents to make use cf the Latin 
Schoclhouse for their religicus services". By Oct. 10, 1683 the Classis cf Amster- 
dam was informed thet “about 5 heurs from here, where Nova Rupello (New Rechelle) 
is laid out, and is building up, a new (French) minister (David de Bonrepes) has 
arrived". He probably remained at New Rochelle until 1696 when he became pestor of 
the church at Staten Island, Ne Ye July 3, and Octe 22, 4699, communicants were 
"received at the table of the Lord in the congregation of the Paltz" (New Paltz, NeY)- 
"by Mr. Bonrepes, minister of the Word cf Ged". “"Decument = Histcry of New York® 
states that David de Bonrepos was naturalized under the seal cf the Prevince Feb. 6, 
1696. 

Following are records cf baptisms performed at the Church cof Saint Esprit, New York 
City, translated from the criginal French by Delila Schureman Judds 

"Baptisged tcday June 4, 1707 has been Francois sen of Mens. Berthelemy I and Magdee 
laine Peret, godson of Franccis Gendron and his wife Magdelaine godmother his --= 
was bern the sixth of March, baptized by Monse de Bonrepos, Minister." 

Ancther - “Today, April 23, 1700 has been baptized by Mre de Bonrepes minister of 
Staten Island, Mcdeline, daughter cf Jacques des Brosses and cf Helene Gandineau, 
her father and mcther. Godfather -e- Jacques des bresses and Godmother Madeleine 
feuccnnier = the fcurth = present month of April 1708. De Bonreépos." 


From the records cf the town of New Rochelle, Ne Ye ~ Deed of David de Benrepes to 
Elias de Bonrepos, 1718: 

"To All Christian People to whom these presents shall come, David De Bonrepos of the 
city of Nieuw York Doctcr of Divinity sends greeting, in our Lord God Everlasting 
Knew yee that the said David Debcnrepes by the Knowlecge and censent of Blanche his 
wife for the consideration cf the sum cf twenty nine pcund currant money cf Niew 
York by Elias De Benrepos of Niew Rochell husbandman, te them the said David Bon 
Repos and Blanche his sd wife and to one of them well and truly in hand paid befcre 
the sealing and delivery here of the receipt wherecf they doe both hereby acknowledge 
themselves herewith tc be fully satisfied have granted bargeined and sold and dce by 
these presents grant bargaine and sell assure and confirme unto him the sd Blias Be 
Debcnrepeos his heirs and assigns forever all that certain piece or percell of land 
situate and lying att Nieu Rechell aforesaid in the Mancr cf Pallham in the County 
of Westchester and province of New York afcresaid ccntaining fiity acres of ground
